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Chateau Frontenac and Lower Quebec. From 
Dufferin Terrace and the Chateau Frontenac may 
be had a splendid view of the old Lower Town 
of Quebec. This is the oldest and most unique 
city in the Dominion. The magnificent St. 
Lawrence river, one mile wide, is to be seen 
in the distance. 
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
